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Seven hundred and thirty years 
ago was signed the Magna Charta. 
oné of the most famous documents 
in history. The Magna Charta se- 
cured important liberties and privi- 
leges to every order of men in the 
kingdom of England: the clergy, 
the barons and the people. The 
great charter not only was. the 
foundation of English liberty but 
also is the prototype of later dec- 
larations of human freedom and so 
a prototype of the charter to be 
drawn up at the World Security 
Conference which opened yesterday 
at San Francisco. 


Just as the vague expressions of 
older charters were exchanged for 
the precise and elaborate provisions 
of the Great Charter, marking the 
transition from the age of tradi- 
tional rights to the age of written 
legislation” so the indefinite ideals 
of world peace must be translated 
to concrete conditions which will 
protect human rights throughout 
the world, thus promoting and 
maintaining a universal and last- 
ing peace. 

At Runnymede the wresting of 
the Magna Charta from a tyrani- 
cal king was a simpler problem 
than the writing of a charter of 
human rights at San Francisco by 
the delegates of the United Nations 
The Magna Charta was the expres- 
sion of the rights of the many in 
opposition to the tyrannical dictates 
of the crown. The charter of the 
Security conference also is to be 
an expression of the rights of the 
mapy, the very rights of civilized 
man, but its permanency only can 
be secured if the many, as citizens 
of individual nations, are willing to 
make the concessions needed to 
further their interests as citizens of 
the world. Measures taken must go 
farther than the mere pleasing of 
one nation or groups of nations, the 
measures taken must save the world 
from the inconceivable destruction 
of future wars. 

To the attaining of this end it 
would seem that the first step in 
securing human rights might well 
be tthe securing of Divine guidance.

W: HAVE always resented those 
snooty expressions, ‘“‘across the 
tracks” or ‘‘down by the tracks,” 
with their implication that there 
was something disreputable and 
socially low-life about living near 
railroad tracks. After living many 
years a block from the Espee’s 
rails, we rise to say that there are 
many worse places to live. 

Living close to the railroad has 
its obvious advantages when you 
are a boy. Where is there a more 
romantic place than the right of 
way, with wheezing switch engines, 
puffing freights (which travel so 
much faster now than they used 
to) and speeding passenger trains? 
Morning, noon and night railroad- 
ing holds attraction for a boy, 
which is why so many of them go 
into it, finding a romance which 
never dulls until they die. 

“But how can you stand the 
noise?’’ someone asks. 

Far from being bothered by the 
noises, you get so you find them 
soothing and conducive to repose. 
You get so you can tell the freight 
trains from the passengers, and 
you distinguish the touch on the 
whistle rope of that individualistic 
engineman who makes his blasts so 
short, sharp and distinctive, 

The various whistle notes repre- 
sent to you these giant creatures of 
fire and steel talking to one an- 
other over long distances and on 
winter nights, when the wind is 
blowing and the rain is pelting 
against the windows it is pleasant 
to think of engineer and fireman, 
snug in their cab with the fire roar- 
ing below them, shunting lines of 
cars up and down the glistening 
wet tracks. 

If these night noises from the 
tracks are comfortable and appeal- 
ing to you during peace they have

even more of these qualities during 
war. You realize that both the wars 
in which we are engaged are trans- 
portation wars and must be won 
not only in the foxholes and work- 
shops but on the railroads as well. 
Some of the particularly long trains 
you hear puffing and snorting these 
nights are troop trains and others 
are weighed down with war’s ma- 
teriel. It is comfortable to reflect 
what a great job the railroadmen 
are doing, driving their trains and 
switching their cars 24 hours a day, 
even while you are asleep. 

Back a few years, when trucks 
and buses started to cut more and 
more deeply into railroad revenues, 
with the airplane as an additional ‘ 
competitor just ahead, as a boy 
living near the tracks you may 
have wondered a little worriedly if 
they would put your old friends, 
the freights and passengers, out of 
business. It took the war to show 
that a nation’s need of railroads 
continues, that no nation can be 
great and strong without them.

Your City’s Business 


By Charles P. Burgess 


We have seen in previous install- 
ments that the property tax rate of 
the Menlo Park School District is 
far the lowest of the cities in the 
county, but by reason a very high 
assessed valuation per pupil in av- 
erage daily attendance, the tax 
levy per pupil is not greatly below 
average. Now wecome toa measure 
of whether we are giving our ele- 
mentary school adequate financial 
support: actual operating expendi- 
tures last year (excluding capital 
outlay and bond service) per pupil 
in average daily attendance. 

An important factor. is the 
amount spent for administration, 
teachers’ salaries and other instruc- 
tion. Per a.d.a Menlo Park spent 
$79. Tops was Hillsborough’s $160, 
followed by $114 for Burlingame, 
$87 for San Mateo, and $86 for 
Jefferson. We were also 
by San Carlos, South San Francis- 
co and Redwood City. We 
ahead of San Bruno’s $75 and Bel- 
mont’s $70. 

In total current expenditures, 
which includes the above plus op- 
eration and maintenance of the 
school plant, auxiliary serices and 
fixed charges (such as insurance), 
we score somewhat higher. Our 
$107 compares with Hillsborough’s 
$225, Burlingame’s $137, San Carlos’ 
$113, and San Mateo’s and South 
San Francisco’s $108. Beiow us 
comes Jefferson’s $104, Redwood 
City’s $97, Belmont’s $94, and San 
Bruno’s $92. Stepping out of the 
county for a moment, neighboring 
Palo Alto last year spent a little 
more per pupil in average daily at- 
tendance than Burlingame, our sec- 
ond highes?* city. 

In summary, we have used our 
high per pupil assessed val. to the 
benefit of the taxpayer by main- 
taining a low tax rate and a mod-
